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#0 their Soveraighs 45 noW become the bead of that 
traiterous faftion, andthe receptacle of all ſuch as 
Are diſaffeed to our Gavermment, and the Laws 
of the Kingdom; .and not only wiilingly conſents 
.and ſubnuts to all burthens and impoſations layed 
4$1þ01 them for the ſupport and maintenance of t the 
vebellious Armies,yaijed againſt Vs , bat malici- 
ouſly proſecutes and purſues.all ſuch who are but 
JuſpeFed to wiſh well to Our ſervice. And when 
We pittying the deſperate and deplorable condition 
of Our People, were graciouſly pleaſed to deſire a 
Treaty for an Accommodation , and propounded 
that whileſt that Treaty ſhould continue, there 
might be a ceſſation of Arms, and a free Commerce 
for all Our loving $ ubjefts i in all the parts of Our 
Kingdom, that fo the benefits of 'Trade and Com- 
merce bemg enjoyed, Our good People might be the 
more in love with Peace, yet this motion thus pro- 
ceeding from Vs , was nevvertheleſſe by ſpeciall in- 
citation from the city of London, (which by the 
Grace of Our ſaid Proclamation enjoyed the ad- 
vantage of the Whole Trade of the Kingdom) 

feornfully neglefed by the Enemies of Peace, and

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Frter the Proclamation was read, Mr. Pym ſpake 
as followeth : : 


My Lord, and theſe worthy Gentlemen , you 


- have heard this Proclamation read , chere 3 1800 


man bur inthe very hearing of it, muſt needs a 
 prehend that it is very contrary , not onely to th 
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wealch and profir of rhe City ; butto' rhe Peace: 
and Safety of it ;- This in generall I doubt nor 
dorhi.appear to every one of you. 

Fam commanded ro make you ſome particular: 
Obſervations: The firft char. I ſhall preſent to you 
is this, That in thisProclamation there are terms 
af great aſperſion ,- of great Infamy , put upon: 
ſome Actions ofthe City;which aRtons 1n them- 
ſelvesare not-only warrantable, and very lauda- 
ble, bur ſuch as will be evidences of your vertue, . 
of your piety, of your honour, to the preſent 
age, and Monuments of all to the furure age; you 
are here in reſpe& of that obedience which you

ro the State, in defending the Parliament frons 
violence of the War that is raiſed up againſt them:

This aQion of yours, ſo full of Honour, of -J1- 
ſtice, and 'of Duty, is now repreſented here in} 
theſe odious terms: [thar is the firſt, 
Anotheradtion of yours which is repreſented 
here 1n very odious termes is this; That you have' 
been ready by the valour , and by the dillizence- 
of the Citizens, to ſuppreſſe Mutinies, and Re- 
bellions,and Tnſurre&ions, and Violence, in your 
Neighbour and adjacent Counties here,” and this 
is called a making War againſt the whole King- - 
dome;: being an ation very full of honor in yr B 
and-.

The third is this : Thar you have given ſafery 
and proted&tion here, (by the good Government

the King was pleaſed to deſire a Treatie for 
an Accommodaton:' A Treaty indeed was 
deſired, but there have no evidenſes been 
given, that wee can beleive that an Accom- 
modation was mJeed defired , for though 
Committees weer fent, though ſuch —— 
toins were ofjered,as were full of Honour;and. 
ſecuritie to the King, and yet did afford the 
Subject alſo, reſonable ſecuritie and ſafety in 
enjoying Religion, and liberties, (which they 
cught to deſire):they were.refuſed, the Trea= 
ty was de.ired,which wonld have been a ſnare
